W. Va., Dec. 16.—Three 
persons are known to have been killed 
and five others seriously injured by 
the collapse of the suspension bridge 
across the Elk river which connects

pedestrians on the structure when it 
went 
down. The bridge 
collapsed 
without warning. 
Those 
who went 
down with 
the wreckage fell 
a dis­ 
tance of forty feet into the ice-cover­ 
ed waters of the river. 
The depth of 
the river at this point is estimated at 
twenty feet and w’lien the iron and 
lumber wreckage struck the ice, it 
broke into fragments and a number 
of those killed and several of the in­ 
jured were thrown into the water or 
swept under the ice further down the 
stream.

was great 
excitement 
and 
crowds gathered on either bank. 
The 
steamer Baxter broke the ice to al­ 
low small boats to reach 
the scene 
and the rescue work began immediate­ 
ly. 
The injured w-ere first assisted 
to the shore and later a search was 
made of the 
river for dead 
bodies. 
The bodies of Mamie Higginbotham 
and

Humphreys were 
soon 
taken out and the search continued 
until nightfall, 
but no others 
were 
found. 
The bridge w-as 
a single span 500 
feet in length and was built in 1852. 
It has been known 
to be unsafe for 
some time and heavy traffic was not 
allowed on It.

residents of Philadelphia. Lieuten­ 
ant Cole received his injuries in an 
heroic effort to rescue the others. 
The accident was caused by the 
giving way of a gasket or rubber wash­ 
er on a boiler on the starboard side of 
the ship. 
The Massachusetts has been at the 
navyyard tor some time undergoing 
ext* usive repairs, particularly to the 
boilers and 
machinery. The boiler 
.on which the accident occurred had 
recently been cleaned and thoroughly 
tested and the boilermakers were 
Thursday at work on another boiler. 
Without warning the gasket between 
the boiler plates and the boiler head 
gave way and a terrible rush of steam 
and hot water escaped. The doors of 
the 11 re roc in were closed at the time 
the accident occurred and the only 
avenue of escape was a safety ladder. 
Only one man, Hramlet, assistant fire­ 
man, thought of the ladder and he es­ 
caped without a scar. The work of 
rescue was prompt and to this prompt­ 
ness tho?<* who escaped death owe 
their thanks. 
Tie* first to enter the flrehole was 
Lieutenant Cole. Without hesitating 
he entered quickly and dragged the 
men from the piar e to the door where 
they were taken in charge by others.
